4*ond-H>.-Ju)y -1ft—Tlis sailor* of two 
tailing trawler*. British and Belgian, 
Ju#t brought Into a British port, tell a 
terrible tale of German cruelty. 

The BritlMh trawler wa* sunk before 
dawn on Friday by a bomb and the 
crew wa* ta^en aboard the nubmarine. 
Three hour* later the Belgian trawler 
wa * nightcd and sunk and the crew, 
constating of s father and eon. also wu* 
taken aboard. All were kept on the 
submarine’* deck near the conning 
tower and when an Allied patrol boat 
appeared the submarine submerged 
without warning, leaving the fishermen 
to drown. The Belgian skipper* and hi* 
son and three of the Englishmen per¬ 
ished. and only, two of the ltfttlah crew 
were saved. 

The survivors state that the German*

posal between the two Governments, 
and in view of the fagC l ai ty to main¬ 
tain cordial co-operation between Fed¬ 
eral and Provincial tlovernments that

take.

Explanations for Travellers 
Who Bring Cars Into 
Canada 


O. M. Wells, of the Automobile Club 
of America's bureau of tours, who has 
crossed the international line at live 
different points this Vcar. is authority 
for the following information: 

"In crossing from the United States 
into Canada stop first at the United 
States custom*. Have all grips, tool 
boxes and aide trunks unlocked. Do 
not carry any firearms unless on a 
hunting expedition. It will then be 
necessary to have a permit from the 
customs office. 

“American cillsena do not reauire 
passport* unless they are of military 
Hge. They must then have a permit 
from their local board. 

"Automobiles will not be permitted 
to cross the bonier if tbe driver can¬ 
not show his certificate of registration, 
which verifies the registration number; 
of the car. also the maker's number. 

**f would also suggest that the-driver- 
or chauffeur rarry his chauffeur's 
license certificate 11 *■ advisable for 
all persons to have some kind of cre¬ 
dentials, such as birth certificate, ea-

RAINS IN INTERIOR 
REDUCE FOREST FIRE 


Situation Throughout the Prov¬ 
ince Regarded by De¬ 
partment as Safe 


According to reports reaching the 
Forest Branch of the Deptfftnaent of 
loinds this morning the general rains 
throughout the Province .during the 
latter part of last week have been 
responsible for considerably easing the 
forest tire situation. The Vancouver 
district, however, where the weather 
remains hot and dry. has only derived 
partial relief, and the latest Informa¬ 
tion to hand by wire this morning In¬ 
dicates that fifteen new fires have 
broken, o ut. _' ■ „ 

At Prince George three new fires are 
reported, each one of w hich was caused 
by lightening. The situation is regard¬ 
ed as safe, with cold nights helping 
conditions somewhat. Similar remarks 
apply to the Cranbrook district where 
no new danger has appeared. In ihe 
Nelsbn section there were two new 
fires during the week, but both were 
quickly subdued and Ihe latest reports 
are satisfactory. Kamloops, the centre 
of the dry belt, hns been subjected to 
genemtTaftni. mralting in hazards be¬ 
ing reduced to the minimum.

te which, when Exposed to slight 


nufficiently vulnerable tint ihas not 
been produced, the canvas Ik washed 
with a mixture of lamp-blkck and 
Uquorice-Julce. 

The picture Is next exposed -for some 
hours to the smoke of a wood fire 
and. the loose soot having been brush¬ 
ed away, is rubbed here and there with 
a rag which has been dipped in very 
dilute sulphuric acid. This operation 
gives a mouldy appearance to those 
ports which have been touched. 

The work Is finally sprinkled, by 
means of a toothbrush and a hairpin, 
with minute spots of a solution of septa 
in gum water, to imitate flying specks, 
and It Is then ready for the market.
